pay a three-day state visit to

The timing of the visit meant 
that an East-West summit meet- 
ing before May would hardly be 
possible. 

A spokesman for Queen Eliza- 
beth announced from Bucking- 
ham Palace that “the President 
of the French Republic and 
Madame De Gaulle have ac- 
cepted the invitation of the 
Queen to pay a state visit to 
the United Kingdom from April 
5 to April 8, 1960.” 

Te Follow Khrushchev Visit. 


The invitation was extended to 
De Gaulle soon after he became 
president in 1958. Fixing of a 
final date apparently was de- 
layed pending the scheduling of 
| Soviet Premier Khrushchev's vis- 
lit to Paris, now set for March 
| 15. 

De Gaulle will be the first 
French head of state to visit 
Britain in ten years, since ex- 
President Vincent Auriol made 
ti the trip. The visit. will repay

The French president also is 
scheduled to pay a state visit 
to Washington early next year.

Really a Nasty Bird } 

Coming and going, that gawky bird with 
stentorian voice, the whooping crane, is good 
for several dispatches every fall and spring 
from the Aransas National Wildlife Refuge in 
Texas. The caretakers there are worried this 
week because only 27 of the whoopers have 
returned whereas 32 made the northern 
flight. This flock, said to be the only one on 
the continent, is watched closely to see if the 
whooper is going to join the dodo and the 
carrier pigeon in extinction. 

We do not really care too much if the 
whooper does disappear. It is an ungainly 
bird that stalks about in an insolent manner. 
High up on its schizognathous skull is a pair 
of piercingly remorseless eyes. Its long, 
sharp bill is a fearful instrument. Inside this 
unfriendly exterior is an amazing trachea 
that makes three turns before running up- 
ward and backward into the lung. This con- 
stitutes a concealed tuba which gives the 
whooper its name and énables it to render 
nasty noises that undoubtedly are intended 
as insults to any human being in the vicinity. 

If the five missing whoopers should turn 
up at Aransas, O.K., but we will not celebrate 
their return. :

More Mileage Out of Foreign Aid? 


Year-by-Year Programing Inadequate; India Critical Example of Need for Long Range Help

The conflict of our times that has 


“won all the headlines is that between 


the United States and Russia. In fact, 
a good case can be made that the 
conflict that will be decisive is the 
one that neither antagonist publicly 
recognizes—that is the conflict be- 
tween Red China and India. 

The cold war, it has been said, will 
be decided by the at present uncom- 
mitted countries, the score of new 
nations that did not exist a generation 

ago in Asia and

tightly focused, on 
India’s success as the world’s biggest 
functioning democracy. India could 
thus be the key, to be turned either 
way, to the next generation of history. 

India’s strengths for making demo- 
cratic development possible balance 
neatly with weaknesses which may 
prevent it. India’s strength is a big 
and rich country, with an abundance 
of key resources. Though its agricul- 
ture is backward, where it has been 
developed intensively, its yield per 
acre is superior to ours. American 
experts have become persuaded that 
the Punjab alone, if developed Ameri- 
can-fashion, could feed the whole 
country with its immense population. 

India has a democratic tradition, 
which has enabled it, so far, to resist 
the trend all over Asia and the Middle 
East towards military dictatorships. 
She has had two huge national elec- 
tions and will soon have a third. These 
elections bring experiences that may 
make democracy habit-forming.

It could cause famines and upheaval, 
a desperate abandonment of democra- 
cy, and embracing of the ways of the 
northern neighbor, Red China. 

India must decrease the rate of pop- 
ulation increase. She must drastically 
increase production of food. She must 
found industries that can enable her 
to increase production of food, build 
dams to hold water for irrigation, and 
so on. India can do it all in time, 
but time is the thing that is shortest. 
She must make tremendous advances 
before the flood of population becomes 
so great it will wipe out advance. 

If it is possible that India is the key 
to the whole cold war, it is also possi- 
ble that foreign aid from the West 
may be the key to India’s fate. So 
far, United States aid has been of tre- 
mendous effect. It has outbalanced 
Russian aid, for measurement pur- 
poses, by five to one. It has been 
used generously, though the most ef- 
fective uses have aot always been to 
America’s maximum propaganda 
benefit. 

For example, Russia puts her aid 
into specific projects, which bear in 
the Indian mind a Russian label when 
finished. But the United States, faced 


with the fact that the whole Indian 
five-year plan was in danger, due to 
a currency crisis, threw its resources 
not into identifiable projects but into 
helping resolve the effects of the cur- 
rency crisis. 

A survey has shown that the better- 
educated Indians are aware of the 
fact that the United States aid is much 
more important to India than any other 
aid. But as you come down in the 
scale of education, awareness of its 
importance declines and a belief in 
Russia’s superior helpfulness rises, for 
the effects of Russian help are visible 
in compact projects like the open 
hearth furnace opened here amid cere- 
mony. 

The full effect and the full recogni- 
tion of American aid is hampered b- 
its method as set by ‘Congress. The 
Russians can promise a definite aid 
with technicians to help apply it over 
a number of years. The United States 
cannot. We appropriate aid from year 
to year. It varies with Congress’s 
moods or with the President’s resolu- 
tion or irresolution about pushing it. 
This year, for example, it was neces- 
sary for our aid administrators to re- 
negotiate our whole. work in India’s 
plan because the Congress cut aid 20 
per cent below what was > 

Due to this, Russia can with less aid 
get more mileage by setting up distinct 
projects, but the Uaited States must 
make its aid more diffuse and less 
recognizable for we cannot promise 
anything. 

Clearly what is needed is a basic ac- 
ceptance of the fact that foreign aid is 
not an emergency operation. It is a 
permanent fact of life at least for a 
generation to come. With that as a 
basic belief, it is necessary to appro- 
priate aid for long periods, allow the 
best personnel to be hired under long 
term contracts. 

This seems to the observer here logi- 
cal and clear. Indeed it seems unmis- 
takable. To an American from the 
world’s foremost nation of the present, 
and after a long ride down the road 
to Agra . . . past the brilliant wreck- 
age of a civilization once as great but 
which could not face its problems . . . 
this seems emotionally clear as well.
